This filing is being submitted on behalf of the Western-Southern Life Assurance Company.

Enclosed for your review and approval are six Accelerated Death Benefit Riders and the required Disclosure form. Each
of the enclosed forms are new and intended to replace the rider forms identified in the table under supporting
documentation. The forms are being submitted concurrently for our other companies: The Western and Southern Life
Insurance Company and the Columbus Life Insurance Company, so that we can manage and implement any state
variations more effectively across companies.

1208-301 WSA, Accelerated Death Benefit Rider, is automatically included on term policies at no charge for all issue
ages. It provides a maximum advance amount of up to the lesser of $250,000 or 60% of the basic policy death benefit
to the owner. The minimum advance amount is $5,000. This rider is available for policies with basic face amount of at
least $25,000. The owner must furnish medical proof that the Insured has a terminal illness and is not expected to live
for more than twelve months. More than one advance may be made subject to the minimum and cumulative maximum
amounts. The advance may be made as frequently as monthly, but all advances must be within twelve months of the
first advance. There is no specific extra charge for this rider and it cannot be added after issue.

1208-331 WSA, an Accelerated Death Benefit Rider, will be used with term life plans if a Plus rider is deemed
appropriate for the term plans. This rider allows the owner to elect to receive an advance on the Death Benefit under
the policy upon the occurrence of either Chronic lliness or Terminal lliness by the Insured. The rider is available for
risks up to and including issue ages up to age 70. For ages older than 70, the rider is available for insureds who are
rated standard or healthier. No more than one election can be made for each type of qualifying event, subject to the
Maximum Lien Amount. This rider will be available for policies with basic face amount of at least $25,000. There is no
fee for this rider and it cannot be added after issue.
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1208-2620 WSA, an Accelerated Death Benefit Rider, is automatically included at no charge for all issue ages for
universal life plans unless the Accelerated Death Benefit Life Plus is included. It provides a maximum advance amount
of up to the lesser of $250,000 or 60% of the basic policy death benefit to the owner. The minimum advance amount is
$5,000. This rider is available for policies with basic face amount of at least $25,000. The owner must furnish medical
proof that the Insured has a terminal illness and is not expected to live for more than twelve months. The rider cannot
be added after issue.

1208-2621 WSA, an Accelerated Death Benefit Life Rider, is available on Universal Life plans and allows the Owner to
elect to receive an advance on the Death Benefit under the policy upon the occurrence of either Chronic lliness or
Terminal lliness by the Insured. The rider is available for issue ages up to 70. For issue ages older than 70, the rider is
available for insureds who are rated standard or healthier. No more than one election can be made for each type of
qualifying event, subject to the Maximum Lien Amount. This rider is available for policies with basic face amount of at
least $25,000. There is no fee for this rider and it cannot be added after issue.

1208-2624 WSA, an Accelerated Death Benefit Rider, is automatically included on whole life policies at no charge for all
issue ages unless the Accelerated Death Benefit Plus Rider is included. It provides a maximum advance amount of up
to the lesser of $250,000 or 60% of the difference between the basic policy death benefit and the loan value. The
minimum advance amount is $5,000. This rider is available for policies with a basic face amount of at least $25,000.
The owner must furnish medical proof that the Insured has a terminal illness and is not expected to live for more than
twelve months. More than one advance may be made subject to the minimum and cumulative maximum amounts. The
advance may be made as frequently as monthly, but all advances must be within twelve months of the first advance.
The rider cannot be added after issue.

1208-2625, an Accelerated Death Benefit Life Rider, is available for use on whole life plans and allows the owner to
elect to receive an advance on the Death Benefit under the policy upon the occurrence of either Chronic lliness or
Terminal lliness by the Insured. The rider is available for insureds rated standard or healthier. No more than one
election can be made for each type of qualifying event, subject to the maximum Lien Amount. This rider is available for
policies with a basic face amount of at least $25,000. The minimum advance is $5,000. In addition to our current
underwriting practices, chronic illness underwriting guidelines will be used to determine eligibility. There is no fee for this
rider and it cannot be added after issue.
